were warned by Baron Goto,

Japanese Foreign Minister, in

address to them recently to beware 
of mischievous rumors which were, 
he said, calculated to estrange rela­ 
tions between Japan and the United 
States and Japan and China. The For­ 
eign Minister advised the governors 
to be on their guard against secret

Siberia to stir up trouble in Japan. 
Alluding to the pending negotia­ 
tions for an accord with China, Bar­ 
on Goto said that the more intelligent 
persons of China and Japan are try­

spoke for them a cordial and cour­ 
teous reception as a means of 
ce­ 
menting the friendly relations 
be­

S. Osborn, 
former governor and a candidate for 
the Repub., .in senatorial nomina­ 
tion, has declined flatly to accept the 
Democratic proposal that he with two 
other Republican candidates with­ 
draw from the race, and has indicat­ 
ed his intention of making a vlgor-
